What the -New President of 
N. G. A. College Says. 

In Prof. Stewarts recen t address 

before the Teachers Association, he 
says, in reference to the lack of ed- 
ucational standards: 

-'We have almost as many stan- 
dards of scholarship as there arc 
schools endowed with the rights of 
conferring degrees. We have no 
adequate or definite idea of a col- 
lege. A college may be-anp school 
from the University of Georgia, 
Emory, Mercer and Wesley an, 
down through all the stages to a 
village school. An A. B. gradu- 
ate of one college may not be able 
to enter the freshman class of an- 
other; a Ph. D. of one would rank 
.with an A. .13. from another'. 

"This has not been altogether in 
the fault of the profession, but has 
been largely due to the distorted 
imagination of the founders of 
these schools. The prominent cit- 
izens of Mud Flat subscribe a few 
thousand dollars for a school; the 
representative obtains, without 
question, a charter from the legis- 
lature; Mr. John Doe is elected 
president and the Mini Flat col- 
lege, with all the rights and privi- 
leges, is a reality. Many of these 
colleges have met an untimely 
death; of the others the fittest will 
survive. They do harm, however, 
, in discrediting college scholarships 
J m deluding a few pupils, and in 
, dissipating the resources of the re- 
| al colleges. Tins association, by 
i properly appointed committees, 
should establish a minimum re- 
j cjuirement for the severel degrees

Question.— lam a great believer in 
cow peas as a reuoyator of our worn 
lands. I know from experience how 
valuable this crop is to the southern 
farmer, but as these cannot be j?rowu 
in the winter, I would like to know 
something of the whiter legumes and 
the best manner of raising them. 

Answer.— Of the winter legumes 
olover, in its many varieties, is perhaps 
the most important, but at the outset it 
must be underssood that olover will not 
sucoeed on poor land, nor even on good 
land, without careful preparation. 
On heavy soils the red and white 
and alsike clover succeed best. The 
latter is a cross between the other 
two. "There is also the Japan clo- 
ver or lespedeza, which is not so ex- 
acting in its demands on the land and 
which is called "the poor man's clover," 
because it seems to flourish with treat- 
ment and under conditions which the 
other varieties will not tolerate. These 
varieties, when once planted, If properly 
treated, will furnish pasturage and hay 
for several years, and cover the laud 
summer as well as winter. A closer 
analysis of your question, however, 
leads me to suppose that you wish 
know of such legumes as grow; in the 
winter and die down in summer, thus 
leaving the land free for other oropi. 
Of these, crimson and burr clover, also 
vetch and hairy vetch have been found 
most successful. The land should be 
broken deeply during this mouth and 
then harrowed and reharrowed until 
fine and smooth. If an incipient crop 
of weeds appears before time for plant- 
ing in September, harrow again. Apply 
from 800 to (500 pounds per acre 
of cottonseed meal aold phosphate 
and kainit and sow the seed at 
the rate 15 pounds to the acre, har- 
row or brush the seed in lightly and 
roll the land smooth— this last is most 
important. These latter crops will 
the land during the winter : 
green food through the early spring. 
the grazing or cutting is stopped in the 
spring before the seeds mature these 
will perfect in sufficient quauties to re- 
seed the laud, and after the crop dies 
down the land can then be planted in 
late corn or peas. When these are taken 
off the dormant clover seed will again 
spring into life. The crimson clover is 
highly satisfactory in many sections. 
It is best suited to light lands. The 
vetch also has many enthusiastio advo- 
oates among those who have tried it. — 
State Agricultural Department.

Answer.— Like all other crops the 
fall Irish potato crop is liable to dis- 
aster, but if the directions for manag- 
ing it, which have beeu so often pub- 
lished, are carefully followed, we may 
calculate with moderate certainty on a 
good yield. As in all other marketable 
crops, the skill which commands 
is as much in knowing how to sell the 
crop as in knowing how to make it. 
These fall grown seed for spring plant- 
ing at the south are so far superior to 
the northern grown seed that there is a 
good demand among our truckers for 
this fall crop. The spring crop grown 
from these seed is usually superior to 
that grown from northern seed. The 
keeping qualities of the fall potatoes 
also make them very desirable. They 
do not sprout in winter. We have kept 
them ull winter in hills preeisely as 
sweet potatoes are kept and with greater 
certainty. Also when planted at the 
same time they mature earlier than the 
northern grown seed. Another point, 
in their favor is that the superior vitality 
of the southern grown seed enables the 
plants to survive reverses in the spring. 
A frost, which will ruin a crop 
from northeu seed, will only partially 
Injure the others. The stems are stouter 
aud stronger. It is important if the 
fall crop is intended for seed that they 
should be green when the frost kills the 
tops. If allowed to mature before frost, 
they will sprout too early, as the north- 
ern grown potatoes do, and thus lose 
much of their vitality.— State Agricult- 
ural Department.

And if they had an old steer or an 
aid cow that was bad about break- 
ing down fences and couldn't be 
controlled at home they always 
sent them up here. But that must 
stop. i5Ve want none such up here 
now. There are just two ways of 
stopping it. One is the way the 
people over in Union county stop- 
ped it this spring when Jack Ash 
brought up about forty head of 
cattle and drove them oyer into 
the mountains on their side. 'The 
people over there took their ''six 
foot rifles" and killed some of them 
and mutulated others and Jack 
brought out what was left of then. 
The other way is to adopt the 
stock law. We boys up here pre 
fer the latter mode of breaking up 
this "diabolical custom." And we 
are bound to stop it — one way or 
the other. We don't want to shoot 
them with our "six foot rifles" 
therefore we will shoot them with 
our ballots, and adopt the stock 
law. We know what we are doing 
when we fence against our own 
stock. Let every man take care 
of his own stock. Let neighbors 
join in an I take the rails from 
around. their fields and put them 
around'the the mountain ranges 
that are now not under fence and 
they will still have the range, bet- 
ter than ever, and will not be 
troubled with that "diabolical 
law land stock." Adopt the 
stock law and put the fences 
around the pastures instead of the 
fields and we thereby rescue ■ ur 
monntain country from the depre- 
dations of this stock driven in on 
us from below. I. am now a "lin- 
er" but I can't afford to remain so. 
I am for Yahoola district adopting 
the "Stock Law", and if we fail in 
that then I am ready to be "cut." 
The "Stock Law" everlastingly 
cuts its way. The law 'gi yes at man 
the right to cut ff from one dis- 
trict to another provided the cut 
off does not leave the Id district 
too small. The cutting process 
c,an g • on until the district is re- 
duced to thirty- five or forty per- 
sons liable to military duty and 
when it gets down tc that the cut- 
ting off must stop. If Yahooia 
district don't adopt the stock law 
then I must be cut off to the Por- 
ter Spring district and let that 
next fellow br (he "liner." And 
he won't lea "liner" long before 
he will want to b. cut off.

A Visit to the Mines. 

We start out one cool bright 
August morning — a morning that 
can no place be found save in the 
mountains of Georgia. We take 
the road leading over Crain's Hill 
and wander along the Yahoola riv- 
er until we come to the Tahloneka 
njine. Here vye find everv one 
busy as bees, some striking, oth- 
urning a drill, some hoisting, pth- 
3rs pumping, some sharpening the 
toolg, and the one aim of all is to 
get gold, or at least, help in get- 
ting it. What a quantity of pros- 
pecting work has been done, at this 
mine, since we were last here. The 
large quartz vein in the shaft has 
yielded to the giant powder and 
the heayy blow of the stone ham- 
mer, and there it lays down deep 
in the shaft with the rays of the 
sun playing with the glittering 
srold that now and then peep out 
of the solid rock. As we start to 
go down the river we run across 
another company of men running 

tunnel into the hill, and« such, 
good oro thftt is coming out of that 
tunnel and such good panning that, 
we saw can only he "realized by 
seeing it. 

Wie wander along the zig zag 
river until vre come to the Single- 
ton. We find the- mill running 
on some good ore and will pay no 
doubt. 

We <croe« the Yahoela and 
are at the old H'and ; Mme,. a mine 
that has kept twenty stamps rum* 
ning thirty years and -ore enough 
in sight to ruff fif t^-years' more. It 
fe useless for us to take up time in 
describing this mine, It has been 
here so long and run so many* 
years every one knows the Old 
Hand. Here you can see a belt of 
good ore on one belt alone three- 
fourths of a mile long and fifty 
feet wide. We have not time to 
tarry here too long (although we 
learn something new every time 
wo come). 

So we start along the side of the 
mountain to the Lockhart. Here 
is underground mining. The pump 
is kept running continually day 
and night to keep the water out of 
the shaft where they are taking 
out some heavy sulphuret ores that 
ajce rieb- 

We leave the Lockhart and wan- 
der around and back and around 
again to get over the cut and 
gulches until we come to the top of 
the Findley ridge. We go down. 
into the big cut 80 feet deep and 
the man in eharge of the eat takes 
his pan and" by gouging about a 
pint of- -pulp, which hepansior us', 
gets a string of fine gold abb-fit 
one inch long. We climb on top

Question. — I live in one of the best 
oouuties of Middle Georgia— a county 
that bas been noted tor producing cot- 
ton. Now the yield of cotton per acre 
is falling off, much of the laud seems 
dead and lifeless, the ground when 
plowed has a tendency to clod, and a 
very moderate drouth produoes serious 
results. What is the matter? 

Answer. —The trouble arises from the 
all cotton planting, in which too many 
of our farmers still persist. This re- 
sults iu the entire exhaustion of the 
"humus," or vegetable matter in the 
Boil, an element that is absolutely es- 
sential iu keeping up the fertility of 
our lands, and one that cannot be re- 
placed by any amount of commercial 
fertilizers. Most soils have the mineral 
elements of plant food in more or less 
abundance, but in the absence of "hu- 
mus" these elements cannot be made 
available for plant food. The vegeta- 
ble matter, decomposing, generates car- 
bonic acid, which then dissolves the 
mineral elements of plant food, render- 
ing them available for plant growth. 
Humus also loosens up stiff clay soils, 
rendering them more friable and in- 
creasing their capacity to absorb moist- 
ure, and thereby enabling them the 
better to withstand drouth. Loose, 
sandy soils are rendered more compaot 
by humus, and are thus rendered more 
capable of retaining moisture, as well 
as available plant food. Humus serves 
several other good purposes in nature's 
laboratory. It has been proved to be a 
source of nitrogen. It is known to be 
in a measure destructive to inseot life, 
because of the carbonic aoid gas which 
is generated by its presence, and by 
darkening the soil it adds to its heat 
absorbing power. Now that you un- 
derstand the value of humus, you read- 
ily see why such serious results follow 
its disappearance from the soil. A rem- 
edy can only be had in a proper rota- 
tion of the crops, sowing peas, etc. 
Whenever our people will abandon the 
all cotton style of farming (and they 
are fast doing it), then will you cease 
to hear about exhausted and worn out 
land. On the contrary, our lands will 
then be gradually brought up to a state 
of fertility, surpassing that that they 
possessed when first cleared by our fore- 
fathers. —State Agricultural Depart- 



Question. — I notice cotton stalks 
wilting and dying in my field without 
any apparent cause. On examination 
I find the roots rotten, and some with a 
white mould on them. What causes 
this, and is there any remedy? 

Answer. — The disease is the "root 
rot," and is caused by a fungus. This 
disease has been carefully investigated 
by the Texas Experiment Station, it be- 
ing very prevalent in the central black 
prairie lands of that state. Their re- 
port demonstrates that all soils are 
more or less subject to it, though it is 
of most common occurrence in lands 
that are relnntive of moisture and do 
not drain off as they should. The com- 
monly entertained opinion that only 
certaiu soils develop this disease has 
been entirely refuted, and it can and 
does occur on almost every variety of 
Boil. The fungus has been found on 
plants only a few inches in height, but 
generally does not spread until the mid- 
dle of June, or even later, when the 
plants are bh o ning and fruiting. It is 
thought by many planters that dry 
weather checks this disease, and close 
observation partially confirms this. The 
fungus is nourished by the living sub- 
stances of the roots, which after a time 
die, and the plants thus deprived of 
til ■"; ni8ans of support, wilt aud die 
aiso. Experiments at the Texas Station 
have demonstrated that this disease can- 
not be remedied or checked by the appli- 
cation of any known substance to the soil. 
The only thing to do is to resort to a ro- 
tation of crops, planting the land that 
is infected with the fungus, iu such 
crops as corn, wheat, millet or other 
members of the grass family, and put- 
ting it in cotton not oftener than 
in three or four years. Some weeds, 
such as the rag weed andcocklebur, are 
subject to the attack of this fungus, but 
apparently only after they have been 
injured mechanically. Alfalfa or lu- 
cerne is also subject to injury from thi3 
fungus. Among trees the china berry 
aud paper mulberry are most subject to 
this disease, though apple trees, elm, 
silver maple and others are so 
attacked. — State Agricultural Depart- 
ment. 
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Question. — On a field which is sandy 
and deficient iu vegetable matter, I 
have a fine stand of field peas, which 
promise to make a luxuriant growth of 
vines. Would you advise me to turn 
them under green or not? 

ANSWER.— On sandy land iu our cli- 
mate the best results are not attained 
by turuing under a green crop of any 
kind. This "green manuring," as it is 
called, can be done with advantage in 
more northern latitudes, but should be 
avoided iu our climate, and particularly 
on sandy lands. By turning under a 
heavy growth oi pea vines, say in Au- 
gust, yo.i would no doubt do your laud 

duce a sourness of the. ground, whioh 
would be injurious to the succeeding 
crop; and the upturned soil would cer- 
tainly not be improved by the hot sun- 
shine of August and September, to 
which it would then be exposed. Leave 
your pea vines to shade the land, while 
the roots continue to gather nitrogen, 
and after frost, when they are all killaA 



NitroRon In .lla.mres. 

Question. — Please f.ive mo in pounds 
the amount of nitrogen, potash and 
phosphoric acid in a ton of chicien ma- 
nure, and also a ton ot stable manure. 

Answer.— In a ton of chicken manure 
there are 67 pounds of nitrogen, 41 
pounds of potash, and 48. *>0 pounds of 
phosphoric acid. A ton of well rotted 
stable manure contains 1 1 pounds of 
nitrogen, 10 pounds of potash, and 6 
pounds phosporic acid. Thus you see that 
the chicken manure contains six times 
as much nitrogen, four times as muoh 
potash, and eight times as much phos- 
phoric acid as does well rotted horse 
manure. Chicken manure being so 
valuable, more care should be taken to 
save it.— State Agricultural Depart- 
ment. 

Feedlne Cnsouod Pea Tine Hay. 

Question.— Is there any great risk in 
feeding damaged pea vine hay? I have 
known cases where it has baen fed 
without any apparent injury. 

Answer. — As a rule it is dangerous 
to use stock food of any kind which is 
not perfectly sound, particularly in the 
case of horses and mules. In the case 
of pea vine hay, it has been demon- 
strated that where it has fermented or 
become moist after being stored, salt- 
petre is formed in sufficient quantities 
to produce violent irritation of the kid- 
neys, and if the feeding is persisted in, 
death often results. Mouldy hay is also 
regarded by experienced feeders as ex- 
tremely dangerous.— State Agricultural 
Department.

"In the Palaski count 
operated by J. R. Allison 
I found seventeen conyicts, all 
colored males. There was not even 
a stove in this camp, and the ne- 
groes had to cook on skillets on 
log fires in the open air. There 
were no beds and the few blankets 
were reeking with filth, and they 
lay scattered about a very filthy 
floor. It is claimed that recently 
the guards took turn about on one 
convict and literally beat him to 
death and then buried his remains 
in his convict suit and with his 
shackles on. A reputable citizen 
told me that he had seen the guards 
beating .this convict and that in 
their anger they had caught bim 
by the shackles and run through 
the woods, dragging him alone 
feet foremost. He stated that he 
had gone before the grand jury of 
Pulaski county and swore t© these 
facts, bat that Mr. Allison had 
friends on the jury and that other 
citizens had thought it would be 
best to hush the whole deplorable 
affair up and keep it out of the 
courts and the newspapers. Mr. 
Allison's son-in-law, the superin- 
tendent of the camp, claimed that 
the negro had died of dropsy and 
was buried in Ms srtipes and 
shackles to saye time." 

"The facts in the murder case 
against Guard Cannon as sworn to 
before the coroner's jury arc these: 
Cannon whipped the aged negro a 
number of times, and so unmerci - 
fully that almost unconscious and 
perfectly helpless, the old man 
looked up from the ground where 
he lay and asked: Boss, is you 
gvvine to fell me,' Cannon angrily 
replied: 'Yes, G— d d— n you, I 
am.' The negro then begged to be 
shot and spared further torture. 
After the last whipping Cannor 
dragged him to a tree and chained 
him up so that he could not lie 
down. Half an hour later, when 
the gang got back, SlcRay was 
dead. "

It Requires $580,000 to Pay 
All Classes. 



An Atlanta correspondent of the 
Macon Telegraph gives some very 
interesting figures about the pen- 
sion businesses follows:

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The ax has been lifted against the 
state pension appropriation and it is 
said the next legislature will b 
cutting off some of the dead Hi 

The state appropriation for all 
classes has reached the enoimou; 
sum of $580,000, and still there are 
not sufficient loaves and fishes for all 
to be fed . In the appropriation for 
this year alone there is a yawning 
deficit of $30,000, which the legisla- 
ture this fall will be called upon to 
provide for, In 1894 the appropri- 
ation for indigent soldiers alone was 
$30,000, and for this year it is $120,- 
000, which is an indication of how 
the appropriations in other lines is 
increasing. The state will be called 
on for this year alone to pay out to 
all classes of subjects coming under 
state pension law the enormous 
sum of $610,000, and still the end is 
not in sight. 

There is a plan on foot to restrict 
appropriations for the disabled and 
the indigent soldiers, and to confine 
it as rigidly as possible to only those 
in actual need of aid from the state. 
Under the present system the state 
pays, for instance, $5 for a toe, $5 
for a finger, $30 for an eye and $50 
for wounds in the body. The records 
show that there are hundreds of 
"disabled soldiers," so called, on the 
pension list, whose earning capacity 
has been but slightly impaired by 
the Joss of a toe, an eye or a finger, 
and the proposition now is to cut 
them all off the list of .beneficiaries. 
There are innumerable cases on rec- 
ord of where old soldiers who have 
lost an arm or a leg, but are worth 
thousands of dollars in their own 
name, are drawing pensions from the 
state and forcing the poor, tax-ridden 
faimer to pay his hard earned trib- 
ute. This of course, is an injustice 
which cannot be eliminated without 
amending the constitution which ad- 
mits all soldiers on the samegrounds. 
Another subject that will come in 
for its share of pruning is the wid- 
ows' pension, which under the law 
Its practically the wife of all 
old soldiers who have died from 
wounds ov disease contracted while 
in the service of their country 

In order for a widow to get a pen- 
sion she has to prepare an affidavit 
setting forth the facts that her hus- 
band was a soldier and that he died 
from disease contracted or wounds 
inflicted while in the war. 
supported by the affidavit of the 
county physician and the application 
is approved and the money paid over. 
There are innumerable eases, for 
instance, of consumption, but there 
is no evidence to show that the 
disease was really contracted whi 
in service, except on the strength of 
the two affidavits referred to. 

The indigent soldiers will come in 
too, for their share of the reduction, 
for it is contended that ageis not the 
result of one service in war and had 
they never seen a battle a great 
majority of the indigent soldiers 
would have been just as infirm and 
incapable of earning a living. 

As has been stated, in some 
instances where it would be well to 
restrict pension there are constitu- 
tional hindrances, but the one broad 
scheme to dodge all these obstacles 
is to base the pension payroll on a 
property qualification This, it is 
believed, would meet the demands of 
the times and would work no wrong 
to any poor soldier of his beneficiary. 
It is true that, it was attempted at 
the legislature before the last to 
educe the pension appropriation and 
that it was so unpopular that the 
promoters were openly hissed in the 
hall of the legislature, but the can- 
didates have changed and the burden 
of taxation has become so oppressive 
that the people feel the need for a 
reduction in the expenses of, their

For years and years the rich de- 
posit mine has been worked and 
efforts made to strike the vein 
but without success until last week. 
Other mines are being opened up 
in that county by capitalts and the 
mining outlook in Union seems to 
be very bright.

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Black and Bad Rut. 

Question.— Will yon give me some 
Information about the diseases oar 
farmers call "black rust" and "red 
rust?" Oan they be prevented in any 

Answer.— Both of these diseases are 
due to physiological oauses, and not to 
the attacks of any fungus. The "black 
rust" should be called the "yellow leaf 
blight," as in the first stages of the dis- 
ease the leaves assume a decidedly yel- 
low- spotted or mosaic appearanoe, and 
in this unhealthy oondition they are at- 
tacked by various fungus growths, 
which gives the leaves a black appear- 
ance, thus giving rise to the name 
"black rust." The oauses of the dis- 
ease are not well understood as yet. but 
it has been demonstrated tnat the fun- 
gus organisms do not originate the dis- 
ease, aud that they only hasten the de- 
struction of the already diseased plants. 
Trials of various fungicides have proved 
that the disease cannot be prevented by 
their application. Experiments at the 
Alabama Station showed a reduction of 
the disease where kainit was used as a 
fertilizer. This effect is more pro- 
nounced in seasons of drouth, followed 
by copious rains, than when rains are 
frequent enough to keep the soil con- 
tinually moist, and is doubtless due to 
the action of the kainit "in binding 
more firmly together the soil particles, 
so that it is more retentive of moisture, 
or more able to draw it up from below. ' ' 
"Wood ashes aud salt are known to 
produce much the same results in the 
soil." The "red rust," or "red leaf 
blight," which is so common on thin 
uplands, and so rare on rich or alluvial- 
soils, is the result simply of impover- 
ished soil, showing particularly a lack 
of nitrogen, and probably of potash aad 
phosphoric acid also. The remedy for 
this is by proper rotation of crops, to 
fill your land with humus or vegetable 
matter, and then with proper fertilizing 
and cultivation you will no longer be 
troubled with the "red rust. " Much of 
our land, by continuous planting in 
cotton, is exhausted of all hui 
only by its restoration first of all can 
proper fertilizing and cultivation be 
carried on.— State Agricultural Depart- 

Question.— Does it pay to toD cotton? 
If so, at what time should it be done? 
Answer. — This question has been 
discussed pro aud oon for years and no 
satisfactory conclusions have yet been 
readied. In some experiments made at 
the Georgia Experiment station the 
suits left the question as unsettled a 
has always been. In other words, 8< 
rows that were topped showed a slight 
loss in yield, while others showed a 
slight gain over the untopped rows. 
The generally acoepted theory is that 
it does not pay to top cotton, though 
under certain conditions it might prove 
profitable. It is thought by many that 
it hastens the maturiug of the bolls al- 
ready set, which would bo an advant- 
age with an early frost. Others think 
that it tends to check the shedding of 
the forms and young bolls, but this 
claim I think unfounded. Topping cot- 
ton, when considered advisable, i 
ally done when the plant is well fruited 
and at the same time growing rapidly. 
This condition is usually found about 
the first, of August, when the t 
have been propitious. As a general 
rule, I would advise against the practice. 
—State Agricultural Department. 

Question. —Please give me directions 
for disinfection of stables, where i 
mals with contagious disease have been 

Answer.— Remove all litter aud rub- 
bish of every kind and burn. Haul out 
all manure to the field, scatter and ploi 

Dissolve two ounces of carbolic acid 
in a gallon of water, heat, and with it 
wash thoroughly all feed troughs, 
tering troughs, fodder racks, and other 
woodwork. 

Whitewash everywhere, inside and 
out, adding to the wash one pound of 
chloride of lime to every four gallou 

Remove and burn all rotten wood- 
work about the stable. In cases of 
glanders, all harness, poles and shafts 
should be carefully washed with hot 
water and soap, and then rubbed with 
oil, in which put one part of' carbolic 
acid to ten of oil. If you have pl.m 
fenoe around lot in which the auita 
has run at large, whitewash the san 
as stable. If you have rail fence, n 
place with new rails, burning the old 
ones. In cases of glanders only the u 
most care will prevent contagion, an 
where sfabies are inexpensive, the safest I 
plan is to build anew in a different j 
place, burning up the old primises.- 
State Agricultural Department. 



Question. — Is there any . remedy 
known for the "yellows" in peach trees? 
Answer.— Very many efforts have 
been made to cure this apparently mys- 
terious and most destructive disease, 
but all without avail. Even the 
of the disease has not yet been 
mined with certainty. We do know 
that it is highly contagious, and liable 
to attack the most vigorous trees of any 
age, especially when in bloom. It is 
also known to be hereditary. The only 
plan so far used successfully for fighting 
this disease is to cut down and burn the 
tree, root and branch. By this heroic 
treatment the disease may at least be 
held in check. Good care and thorough 
cultivation appear to render the trees 
less liable to attack, though they by no 
means secure immunity from it. This 
disease is very common in the orchards 
of the east and north, but as yet has 
done but little harm in Georgia. Want 
©f proper cultivation, and the work of 
the "borer," will frequently cause 
peach trees to appear as though they 
had the "yellows," but the disease is as 
yet rare with us, and it should not be 
permitted by any carelessness to obtain 
a firm foothold.— State Agricultural De- 
partment.

There is but one ob- 
stacle in the way, and that is the craze 
for cotton.

I assert, without text oi I 
contradiction, that if every county in 
the state was doing just as Brooks 
county is doing, Georgia Would be the 
prosperous state in the Union, and 
could bid defiance to trusts, Dingley 
tariffs and other like abominations. - 
State Agricultural Department.
